Dear Ms. O'Donnell: 

Pursuant to the Commission's Order dated January 30, 2001 in Administrative Case No. 384, 
Columbia Gas of Kentuclcy, Inc. ("Columbia") hereby encloses, for filing with the Commission, 
an original and six (6) copies of data submitted pursuant to the requirements of the Gas Cost 
Adjustment Provision contained in Columbia's tariff for its September quarterly Gas Cost 
Adjustment ("GCA"). 

Columbia proposes to decrease its current rates to tariff sales customers by $1.9686 per Mcf 
effective with its September 2006 billing cycle on August 29, 2006. The decrease is composed 
of a decrease of $1.0700 per Mcf in the Average Commodity Cost of Gas, an increase of $0.0621 
per Mcf in the Average Demand Cost of Gas, an increase of ($0.0001) per Mcf in the SAS 
Refund Adjustment, a decrease of $0.0032 per Mcf in the Balancing Adjustment, and an increase 
of ($1.9686) per Mcf in the Actual Cost Adjustment.
